On Monday there was some talk that 
the schedule was to he changed, hut 
at that time the report was that the 
12-minute schedule would he continued 
in this city. 
I doubt if the council 
has any power to compel the company 
to maintain any stated schedule be­ 
tween the two cities, but as to 
the 
schedule within the limits of this city 
the council seems

power to say what that schedule shall 
he. Before I left the city I arranged 
to have a special meeting of the conn; 
ii called for next Monday evening in 
ase anything developed in this mat­ 
ter that would require action on the 
p art of the council of this city in their 
rights.

Dr. Eyman. 


The question is often asked by per­ 
sons who have examined the statistics 
of the 
Massillon hospital what 
pe­ 
culiar feature the farm life can have 
to be responsible for so many insane. 
Of the 270 received at the institu­ 
tion during the 
past year 70 
were 
farmers. 
Dr. Eyman attributes this 
condition mainly to the fact that this 
district 
contains more 
farm ers than 
any other one class. He admits, how­ 
ever, that the life of the farmer, with 
its many hours of toil, lack of relaxa­ 
tion, and, sometimes, the lack of men­ 
tal exercise, are to some degree 
re­ 
sponsible. 
“ Broad and liberal education,” said 
Dr. Eyman yesterday, “is a preventive 
of insanity. 
The young man who has 
been brought 
up on the farm, accus­ 
tomed to hard physical work, but sel­ 
dom exercising his mental faculties, 
and usually dependent upon the fath­ 
er for the general m anagem ent 
of 
things, is, if thrown upon the world 
and brought 
into contact with 
too 
many of its rough places, little pre­ 
pared to fight off the introspection 
which results in his becoming melan­ 
choly and eventually an inmate of one 
of our institutions.”
